LONDON, April 5 (AP).—Discus- 
sions between Foreign Minister Jo- 
geph Beck of Poland and the Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary, Viscount 
Halifax, have resulted in a pledge 
by Poland to fight for Britain if

today. 

This would be in return for the 
British pledge to aid Poland, con- 
stituting in effect a military alli- 
ance.

CHAMBERLAIN PUT 
DAMPER ON ‘MAN 
THE GUNS’ SPEECH 


Admits in Commons, He 
Tried to Suppress Lord of 
Admiralty’s Talk but Is 
Satisfied With Him. 


LONDON, April 5 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that he 
personally gave directions that 


British newspapers should suppress 
or discount Earl Stanhope’s “man 
the guns” speech because it gave 
an incorrect impression. 
Chamberlain said he had acted 
to “spare the public unnecessary 
agitation” over the declaration 
made by Stanhope, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, last night. 


Text of Statement. 


Following is the text of the state- 
ment by Chamberlain before Com- 
mons: 

I have seen the First Lord 
(of the Admiralty) this morning 
and he has explained to me the 
circumstances in which the = re- 
marks were made, which ap- 
parently created some sensation. 
The occasion was the initiation 
of a new scheme in connection 
with the showing of films in the 
navy. 

My noble friend’s speech (Earl 
Stanhope’s) was unpremeditated 
and it is quite untrue as is sug- 
gested that he invited the press 
to give special prominence to it. 
In the course of his remarks my 
noble friend drew attention to the 
fact that there was not a full 
attendance as some of the men 
were retained on board their own 
ships in readiness to man their 
guns as has been the normal 
practice in time of tension. 

No other orders had been given 
by the Admiralty than that this 
practice should not be relaxed 
even on so special an occasion. 
With regard to the subsequent 
proceedings I was informed in the 
course of the evening that con- 
siderable comment had been 
aroused by an earlier report on 
the wireless of what my noble 
friend had said. 

I understood that this report 
had not been broadcast in this 
country although it had been on 
the empire broadcast. Since it 
seemed to me likely to be treated, 
in fact it has been treated, as a 
sensational matter whereas there 
was no reason or foundation for 
any sensation, I gave diréétions 
that the press should bé asked 
not to publish the account of the 
First Lord’s speech or if they 
did publish it not to ascribe to 
it any particular importance. 

Apparently my efforts to spare 
the public unnecessary agitation 
were not altogether successful, 
but the incident will at any rate 
have served to demonstrate the 
constant readiness of the navy 
for all eventualities. 

Position Is Unimpaired. 

The Prime Minister’s tendency to 
treat the incident as a misunder- 
standing left the impression that

Withdrawals totaling $45,143 from 
funds of Movie Operators’ Local 
143 during the last two years are 
noted in the report of an examina- 
tion of the canceled checks and 
vouchers of the union filed with 
Circuit Judge Ernest F. Oakley to- 
day by counsel for members of the 
union who are seeking to oust John 
P, Nick, big boss of the theatrical 
unions, and Clyde Weston, business 
agent appointed by Nick, from con- 
trol of the local, Judge Oakley 
took the case under advisement 


last week. 

Thirty additional members of Lo- 
cal 143 made application to be al- 
lowed to withdraw as interveners 
and become plaintiffs. Granting of 
the request would bring the num- 
ber of plaintiffs to 66 of the 155 
members of Local 143. In addition, 
12 other signers of the intervening 
petition presented statements ex- 
plaining that they signed the peti- 
tion, favoring a continuation of the 
Nick-Weston control, “because I be- 
lieved my livelihood would be in- 
terfered with if I refused.” 

What Records Show. 

Examination of the union finan- 
cial records showed, counsel for 
the plaintiffs stated, that.Paul 
lon, attorney for Nick and Weston, 
signed vouchers for $28,000 of union 
funds between Feb. 11, 1937, and 
Feb. 9, 1939; that checks for $12,- 
793 drawn to cash bore Weston’s 
indorsement; checks for $300 drawn 
to cash were indorsed by Nick and 
$4000 was drawn to cash on checks 
bearing no indorsement. 

No statement of services to the 
union is attached to any of the 
canceled checks or vouchers in 
which Dillon was interested, the re- 
port states. Vouchers for routine 
expenditures in the conduct of the 
union bore itemized receipted in- 
voices, it is pointed out. 

Dillon received $15,000 of the $28,- 
000 last Feb. 9, after Nick and 
Weston were indicted for extortion. 
At the recent hearing before Judge 
Oakley the defendants’ attorney de- 
clared that the $15,000 was for sev- 
eral purposes and that some of the 
money had not been spent. The 
extortion indictments against Nick 
and Weston grew out of the 
payment of “defense” funds by 
theater owners in 1936 and 1937, 
when union operators failed to get 
the pay increases they demanded. 


$60,000 Income in 1937. 


Discussing evidence which placed 
the income of Local 143 at $60,000 
in 1937, with “legitimate” expenses 
of about $20,000, the report declares 
that the same balance of $40,000 
above expenses should have  ob- 
tained for 1938 “because the evi- 
dence showed that no situation had 
arisen calling for an increase in the 
legitimate expenditures that year.” 
A financial statement as of Jan. 1, 
1937, listed assets in cash and se- 
curities of $85,000. 

“It follows, therefore,” the report 
asserts, “that as of Jan. 1, 1939, 
the total assets of Local 143 should 
have been $165,000, consisting of

SMUGGLED JEWELS 
WORTH $1400 COST 
JACK BENNY $50,000 


$10,000 Fine Just One of 
Items in Radio Comedian’s 
Outlay. 


NEW YORK, April 5 (AP). — 
Jack Benny’s wife, Mary Livings- 
tone, has repossessed $1400 worth 
of Parisian jewels that probably 
cost Benny as much as $50,000. 

The smuggled jewels were ap- 
praised on this side at $2131 and 
it cost the radio comedian twice 
that amount to redeem them from 
the Government. 

On his plea of guilty, Benny was 
fined $10,000 on smuggling charges. 
Attorneys around the Federal 
Building estimated his counsel fees 
would be substantial. 

Then there were the expenses of 
several airplane trips across the 
country for court appearances and 
the cost of living away from home. 

The jewels could have been 
brought in legally for about $700 
in duty. 


FRANCO’S BEST FLYER KILLED 
IN STUNTING FOR GERMANS 


Commander, Who Brought Down 
40 Planes in War, Was Flying 
Surrendered Ship. 
MADRID, April 5 (AP).—Flight 
Commander Joaquin Garcia Mo- 
rato, leading Nationalist ace of 
the Spanish civil war, was killed 
at Grinon yesterday when stunting 
for German news ree] cameramen. 


Morato, 36 years old, was cred- 
ited with bringing down 40 planes, 
more than any other Nationalist 
aviator. 

He met his death flying a Rus- 
sian-built “Rata” pursuit ship which 
the Republicans had surrendered. 

Morato was the only flyer in the 
Nationalist air force holding the 
highest Nationalist decoration for 
bravery, the cross of Laureada de 
San Fernando. He left a wife and 
two children, living at Malaga.

Surances yesterday by the Turkish 
Ambassador that Turkey would not 
seize the Sanjak by force after 
Paris newspapers had reported 60,- 
000 Turkish troops on the border 
ready to occupy the territory. Tur- 
key, however, informed France it 
wished to annex the 10,000-square 
mile district as quickly as possibie. 

The district with its valuable har- 
bor in the Eastern Mediterranean 
already is entirely in the hands 
of the Turkish minority there and 
has adopted Turkish money and 
standards. 

By a friendship treaty of July 4, 
1938, with Turkey, France agreed 
to joint military occupation of the 
district, a part of France’s League 
of Nations’ mandate, and the Turks 
there gained control of the Parlia- 
ment. 

Defenses Strengthened. 

To quiet public opinion after giv- 
ing Turkey assurances of eventual 
annexation of Alexandretta, the 
French Government ordered French 
defenses in the Sanjak strength- 
ened. 

On other fronts in its “stop-Hit- 
ler” maneuvers, France sought to 
assure Rumania it need not fear 
co-operation with Russia, and that 
the “anti-aggression” bloc could not 
be solid, even with the Dardanelles 
open, unless Bucharest was ready 
to co-operate fully with Russia as 
an ally. 

Rumanians, however, remained 
distrustful of Moscow’s designs on 
Bessarabia, 17,000-square mile prov- 
ince which Rumania took the op- 
portunity to annex in 1918.

Press Issue Is Raised. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s Evening 
Standard said in an editorial today 
that the address last night of Earl 
Stanhope, and “its subsequent sup- 
‘pression raise issues of first-class 
public importance.” 

The editorial related in chrono- 
logical order the address and the 
‘subsequent issuance of what is 
‘known as a “D” (danger) notice 
saying the speech should not be 
published “in the national inter- 
ests.” 

Such “D” notices are regarded 
as a warning that failure to abide 
by them might result in invocation 
of the official secrets act against 
an offending newspaper. : 

(Under the act the Government is 
empowered to take action deemed 
necessary to prevent dissemination 
of information regarded as harm- 
ful to the Government.) 

The Evening Standard editorial 
commented: 

“Som® newspapers, at considera- 
ble expense to themselves, sup- 
pressed the story and even made 
jattempts to recover copies of edi- 
‘tions which had already been pub- 
lished. Others did not feel they 
i\were called upon to spend money 
from their own coffers to deal with 
a matter for which a Minister of 
the crown was responsible .., 

“Already in America, for in- 
stance, there is a widespread im- 
pression that our newspapers are 
in some measure under direct con- 
‘trol of the Government. This im- 
‘pression is fostered by the fact 
that the divorce action involving 
|\Mrs. Simpson two years ago (Mrs. 
‘Wallis Warfield Simpson, now the 
Duchess of Windsor) was not re- 
vealed in the British press. In 
fact, the suppression was not the 
result of Government pressure. It 
was made on the decision of news- 
paper proprietors and in deference 
to the personal wishes of the King 
(now the Duke of Windsor). 

“The reputation of a free press, 
one of the most priceless posses- 
sions of a free people, demands that 
the methods used last night should 
not be repeated.”

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP).—The 
effects of the uncertain European 
situation are reflected in New York 
Stock Exchange figures, made pub- 
lic yesterday, showing a drop of 
more than five billion dollars in 
market value of listed shares in 
March.

Municipal League Re-Elects 
Mayor Kansteiner and 
Gains 5 to 3 Majority in 
City Council. 


The St. Charles Municipal League, 
advocate of municipal ownership, 
gained a 5-to-3 majority in the City 
Council yesterday in the victory of 
three of the four candidates backed 
by the organization. Mayor Charles 
H. Kansteiner, also a league candi- 
date, was re-elected for a four-year 
term, 

The vote total of slightly less 
than 3500 was regarded as normal 
for a city election, and the majori- 
ties given to the various candidates 
indicated little or no change in the 
old alignment between supporting 
and opposing factions on the mu- 
nicipal ownership issue. The 
Post-Dispatch recently disclosed 
that the Union Electric Co. gave 
secret financial support to St. 
Charles city candidates opposed to 
municipal ownership in the 1937 
and 1938 elections. 


Chrismer Defeats Thoelke. 


The Municipal League’s candi- 
date in the Fourth Ward, Alfred 
B. Thoelke, was defeated by Harry 
L. Chrismer, member of the City 
Council for 10 terms in the last 30 
years. Chrismer, an active Oppo- 
nent of municipal ownership, won 
over Thoelke by a majority of 35. 
In the 1937 election Chrismer’s ma- 
jority was 54. 

Mayor Kansteiner’s majority of 
501 over Hugo F. Meyer, retired 
grocer and independent candidate, 
was virtually the same as his plu- 
rality in 1937, when he was op- 
posed by two other candidates. 

Herman J. Huntebrinker, backed 
by the league for Second Ward 
Councilman, defeated Herman G., 
Schone, independent, by 96 votes. 
Councilman Wesley G. Filling of 
the Second Ward, a supporter of 
municipal ownership, won over 
Harry A. Grote, independent, by 49 
votes. 

Unopposed in First Ward. 

Oscar F. Heembrock, league can- 
didate in the First Ward, was un- 
opposed. Voters in the First Ward 
have always supported municipal 
ownership proposals and members 
of the league said the opposing fac- 
tion avoided having a candidate in 
that ward in order to cut down the 
vote for Mayor Kansteiner.

Chief of Staff “Minute 


Man” Force to Reach 17,000 
by duly L.

THAT JEAN PUSIE, eccentric 
hockey ace of the Flyers, should 
take to wrestling isn’t so sur- 
prising. The one man riot of the 
ice is merely finding another 
setting for his talents. What 
seems more astonishing is that 
the entire hockey world hasn't 
started wrestling—with a prob- 
lem of internal policy. 

Just at this time it looks as 
though there'll be a fall taken out 
of hockey, unless somebody rush- 
es to its defense. Already mag- 
azine writers are shooting har- 
poons into the rather ridiculous 
playoff system, 

Deeper than that are some of 
the practices existing today not 
only in the Association but in 
the big: league as well. In the 
Association President William 
Grant is reported to have an in- 
terest in at least three teams. In 
the National League James Nor- 
ris Sr. is declared to have a di- 
rect or indirect interest in four 
clubs, 

That situation is sure to lead 
to suspicion, which is not les- 
sened by the practice of lending 
players to bolster up teams weak- 
ened by injuries or otherwise.

THE HOCKEY SITUATION 
can be changed. Baseball went 
through frontier days, such as 
hockey is now experiencing. Ban 
Johnson at times had stock of 
several clubs in his American 
League safe.

WASHINGTON, April 5 (AP).— 
Vice-President Garner has cau- 
tioned his two partners in a hous- 
ing venture back home in Uvalde, 
Tex., not to go too deeply into 
debt. 

“It is nots wise to bite off too 
much in the beginning,” the Vice- 
President said in a letter yester- 
day to one of the partners, A. B. 
Carlisle of Uvalde. 

Garner’s letter, and one Carlisle 
had written to him earlier, were 
made public at Garner’s office in 
response to requests by reporters, 
although Garner himself indicated 
he was reluctant to have them so 
publicized. 

The firm of Garner, Carlisle and 
Belvins has been erecting low-cost 
homes, which have been the center 
of argument. Backers of the Vice- 
President, who is being boomed for 
President, have pointed to the Gar- 
ner houses as a successful private 
venture carried out at lower costs 
to occupants than under the Gov- 
ernment system of insuring mort- 
gages through FHA. 

FHA Men Reply. 

Supporters of FHA have replied 
that FHA-insured houses in the 
same locality are larger and bet- 
ter built. 

Carlisle wrote Garner that FHA 
representatives had been photo- 
graphing the firm’s houses and 
that he “also had some pictures 
taken and will mail same to you.” 
He sought Garner’s advice on erect- 
ing a new home for a tenant, en- 
larging a beauty shop at Uvalde for 
“the girls’ (who were not further 
identified in the letter), and lend- 
ing another man money to buy an 
$800 property. 

Carlisle’s letter disclosed that the 
Garner firm’s houses rented for 
$12.50 to $20 a month. 

Regarding these, the Vice-Presi- 
dent wrote he was interested “but 
I haven’t time now to give it much 
thought. I will see you this sum-

GEN. FRANCO CLUB STONED 
BY MEXICO CITY WORKERS 


Three Spanish Phalanx Leaders 
Expelled by Government as 
Undesirables. 

MEXICO CITY, April 5 (AP).— 
The Spanish Casino, a large down- 
town club building occupied by fol- 
lowers of Gen. Franco of Spain, was 
stoned by 400 workers yesterday 
not long after the Interior Minis- 
try had appealed for public support 
against foreign political groups. 

Windows as high as the third 
floor were smashed. Police Chief 
Federico Montes said the workers 
disappeared immediately and there 
were no arrests. Apparently no one 
was hurt. 

There was a demonstration Sun- 
day by the Spanish phalanx organi- 
zation, followers of Franco. 

The Government press agency an- 
nounced last night the Government 
had expelled as undesirable foreign- 
ers three phalanx leaders. They are 
Alejandro Villanueva, Inspector- 
General of the phalanx in North 
America, and Jose Celorio Ortega 
and Genaro Riestra, heads of the 
Mexican unit. The announcement 
said the three were guilty of 
flagrant violation of Mexican laws 
in their political activities,

The blood test for syphilis is generally 
considered to be reliable. If the laboratory 
which makes this test on a blood sample is 
efficient and honest, a true picture may be 
obtained. On the other hand, we have no 
such simple test for the diagnosis of any 
other venereal disease, so that for the most 
part the diagnosis of gonorrhea, for in- 
stance, entails a certain amount of clinical 
judgment on the part of the examiner. With 
due respect for the sincerity and skill of 
such examiners, the accuracy of the diagno- 
sis is diminished by so much whenever such 
a& personal equation enters into the problem. 

The conscientious physician who recog- 
nizes his own limitations, and those of the 
laboratory aids which he utilizes, is loath to 
assume the responsibility for preventing the 
marriage of an individual where a reason- 
able doubt of that individual's freedom from 
venereal disease is present. The unscrupu- 
lous physician, however, will certify to any- 
thing for a fee. 

A simple act which calls for no more than 
the testing of a blood sample for syphilis 
minimizes the risk of evasion, though it does 
not entirely eliminate it. It serves, further- 
more, to acquaint the public with the prob- 
lem facing all communities.

They can, however, be under no 
illusions about -the risks of the 
policy they have adopted.

There is truth in Hitler’s 
contemptuous references to paper 
pacts; they are not better than 
the force of the weakest member of 
the combination.

The Poles are now in a position 
like that of the Czechs a year ago. 
Their fate will be that of the Czechs 
if they do not avert it by adopting 
a perfectly clear and definite line, 
conceding at once whatever they 
are able to concede, and standing 
absolutely on whatever they mean 
to defend. The British, on their 
part, if they retreat from the posi-

Yet, though the difficulties and 
dangers of the coalition are ob- 
vious and are real, this coalition 
may prove capable of guaranteeing 
the peace of Europe.

GIFTS OF $701,000 


ported by 


Washington University received 
grants totaling $701,000 from the 
Rockefeller Foundation during 
1938, the annual report by Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick, president of the 
foundation, discloses. In 25 years 
the university has received about 
$7,000,000 from the foundation. 

Of the total, the largest sum giv- 
en to the university last year, $400,- 
000, was for maintenance and gen- 
eral deveolpment of fhe depart- 
ments of medicine, surgery, pediat- 
rics and obstetrics, 

For its work in psychiatry, neu- 
rology and allied subjects, the uni- 
versity received $234,000. Included 
in that grant was $150,000 for the 
support over a three-year period of 
the newly created department of 


neuropsychiatry for the study of 
nervous and mental diseases, “An 
essential feature of the plan is the 
co-operation of neuroanatomy and 
experimental psychology with clin- 
ical psychiatry,” the report stated. 
Molecular Biology. 

The foundation made a number 
of grants to universities for devel- 
opment of projects in the new field 
of molecular biology, the descrip- 
tion and analysis of biological phe- 
nomena in terms of genes and other 
subdivisions of cells. Two of these 
grants were made to Washington 
University. One of $50,000 was for 
support over a period of five years 
of research in general physiology 
and experimental embryology. The 
research program will employ a 
variety of newer experimental tech- 
niques in the detailed. study of 
nerve and muscle action and in de- 
velopmental mechanics. 

The other grant, $17,000, was for 
support over a three-year period of 
research in biochemistry, with par- 
ticular reference to the metabolism 
of carbohydrates and the chemical 
reactions in living muscle. 

Trend of Foundation’s Work. 

Since 1932 the major activity of 
the foundation in medical sciences 
has been in psychiatry, neurology 
and related stbjects. The $150,- 
000 gift to Washington University 
for its new department of neu- 
ropsychiatry was one of the prin- 
cipal appropriations in that field. 

The University of Illinois re- 
ceived a grant of $75,000 for sup- 
port of studies over a _ five-year 
period of nutrition, with particu- 
lar reference to the function of the 
amino acids. 

In all, the foundation appropri- 
ated more than $15,000,000 last 
year for the medical sciences, so- 
cial sciences, natural sciences, pub- 
lic health, the humanities and ru- 
rural reconstruction in China,

MISSOURI HOUSE PASSES BILL 
TO WAIVE BACK TAX PENALTIES 


It Would Remit Them in Full Up 
to July 31; Measure Now 
Goes to Senate. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 5.— 


The House passed today, by a vote 
of 115 to 3, a bill for the elimina- 
tion of penalties and interest on all 
delinquent real and personal taxes 
that are paid before July 31. The 
bill goes to the Senate. 

The measure, designed to encour- 
age the payment of about $30,000,- 
000 in back taxes, provides that 75 
per cent of the penalties and inter- 
est be waived if the taxes are paid 
by Sept. 30; 50 per cent if paid by 
Nov, 30, and 25 per cent if paid by 
Dec. 31. The act would expire and 
the full amount of penalties and in- 
terest become due again on Jan. 1, 
1940. | 

Similar laws were enacted at the 
last three sessions of the Legisla- 
ture, and were fairly successful in 
aiding the collections of back taxes.

MARION TALLEY’S HUSBAND

Replying to Her, in Fight Over 
Child, He Finds New York City 
Equal to Beverly Hills. 

NEW YORK, April 5 (AP). — 
Adolph G, Eckstrom, who is fight- 
ing in the courts with his estranged 
wife, Marion Talley, the singer, 
over custody of their four-year-old 
child, contended today that the 
“cultural life of New York City is 
not inferior, even for people of 
moderate means, to that of the 
very rich in Beverly Hills, Cal.”

FROM SKIM MILK 


nee 


Possible to Produce Twice This 
Country’s Consumption, 
They Assert. 


BALTIMORE, Md. April 5 (AP). 
Methods to make wool from skim 
milk, in order to put wool goods 
within easier reach of the poor, 
have been completed by United 
States Government chemists. 

The methods, plans and prospects 
were described to the American 
Chemical Society here yesterday by 
E. O. Whittier and 8. P. Gould of 
the United States Bureau of Dairy 
Industry, who took out the first 
American patent for this artificial 
wool last December. 

Wool from milk has been made 
in Europe for three years. The 
United States has a potential an- 
nual 40,000,000,000 pounds of skim 
milk. With this, the chemists said, 
it would be possible to produce 
from milk twice this country’s pres- 
ent consumption of wool. 

“The economics of the textile sit- 
uation,” they said, “will largely de- 
termine how far we go with casein 
(skim milk wool) fiber.” 

This artificial fiber, they ex- 
plained, is very similar to wool be- 
cause it belongs to the same class

Things I Never Knew ‘Til Now 
About the Telephone 

In planning the film “Alexander 
Graham Bell,’ Darryl Zanuck fig- 
ured on a big dramatic scene to 
be built around the first words ever 
heard on the telephone, which he 
thought would be “What hath God 
wrought?” Research revealed the 
words were: “Mr. Watson, come 


here! I want you!” when

The telephone number of the 
Sons of the American Revolution 
Pennsylvania Society in Pittsburgh 
is Atlantic 1776. 


Alexander Graham Bell’s inven- 
tion of the telephone is known as 
“the most valuable single patent 
ever issued” because out of it grew 
radio, talking pictures, the teletype 
machine, wire-photo and numerous 
other industries. 


The first telephone operators 
back in the late ’70s and early ‘80s 
were young boys. They were re- 
placed by girls when subscribers 
complained that the boys got sassy 
and talked back. 


The longest telephone call you 
could make from the United States 
would be from Bay, Cal., to Adel- 
aide, Australia, a distance of 18,- 
000 miles via New York and Lon- 
don, including both wire and radio 
circuits. The longest call within 
the United States would be from 
Eastport, Me., to Bay, Cal., 2910 air- 
line miles. 


Mable Gardiner Hubbard, who 
spurred Bell on in his invention 
and whom he later married, was 
never able to make use of it be- 
cause she was deaf from early 
childhood. 


You can talk to 93 per cent of 
the telephone world from the 
phone in your home. The other 7 
per cent of the world’s telephones 
not yet connected with the United 
States are those of New Zealand 
and Soviet Russia. 


The Boston Globe was the first 
newspaper ever to receive a story 
via telephone, when on Feb. 12, 
1877, it printed a description of

To insure privacy against tuner- 
inners in trans-Atlantic radio-tele- 
phone conversation, an automatic 
device turns your language into an 
unintelligible gibberish called 
“cryptic.”

cisco. 


Bell, the wonder man _ who in- 
vented the telephone through a new 
principle in_ electricity, knew 
nothing at all about electricity. It 
was this lack of knowledge which 
led him to interpret a common 
error in electrical work as the 
means of sending speech over wire. 


The first demonstration of the 
telephone on Feb. 12, 1877, was also 
the first radio broadcast, long be-; 
fore radio was invented. The pro- 
gram broadcast from Boston to an 
audience in Salem consisted of a 
trumpet solo and a vocal quartet. 


The head sets worn by telephone 
operators today weigh 17 ounces. In 
1880 they weighed six pounds... . 
There are more than 200 separate 
pieces that make up the telephone 
instrument you use... . Low tones 
travel faster than high tones over 
telephone wires. On wires 
to broadcasting stations the tele- 
phone company has to place delay 
apparatus at frequent intervals in 
order to give the piccolo time to 


ciphers and you will have the 
amount your voice is amplified by 
repeaters when you make a trans- 
continental phone call. 


Henry Fonda was one of the 
technical advisers on the production 
of “Alexander Graham Bell,” as he 
had worked for two years as a 
trouble shooter for the phone com- 
pany. His college thesis was on 
“Communications: Telephone and 
Telegraph.” 


The first model of the telephone 
made by Bell was constructed from 
a human ear which he secured from 
a doctor. Bell and his father and 
grandfather before him were all 
teachers of speech and vocal physi- 
ology, specializing particularly in 
teaching deaf mutes to talk by 
means of a system of vocal writing 
called “visible speech.” (He cer- 
tainly gave the world an earful.) 


In 1887, Lower Broadway was a 
maze of poles and wires. Some 
poles were 90 feet high, with 50 
crossarms carrying about 500 wires. 
Today one underground cable 2% 
inches in diameter contains 3636 
wires. 

When King Ibn Saud wanted to| 
install a telephone in his palace 
in Riyadh in Saudi, Arabia, Mos-| 
lem leaders objected and said it was’ 
the work of the devil. The King, 
didn’t argue, but just said if the in- 
strument were the work of the devil 
the holy words of the Koran would 
not pass over the wires. The mul- 
lahs read passages from the holy 
book to each other over the phone 
until the Moslems were convinced 
that Allah had okayed the installa- 
tion. 


When Bell's untutored assistant, 
Thomas Watson, was able to retire 
on his earnings from the telephone, 
he started a full college course at 
the age of 40, collected a library, 
traveled around the world and ulti- 
mately became a highly cultured 
and erudite man.

One of the spots that had not 
been leased by the big companies 
was the Oak Grove graveyard. 
Whether it was overlooked or was 
left as a lure for an independent 
to do the wildcatting is an un- 
answered question. 

Blankenship hunted up James 
Wilson, the thresherman who is 
chairman of the trustees of Oak 
Grove Cemetery Association, and 
leased the 2.11 acres. After what 
had happened on the Dennis farm, 
Blankenship decided that’ the 
graveyard was the place for him 
to make his next stroke. He made 
a contract with Harry Hubbard and 
Pres Cochrane to do the drilling. 
On a snowy day toward the end 
of February, Blankenship and 
Cochrane and Marion Cun- 
ningham went out and staked the 
ground for the drill rig. 

There had been a promise that 
in any drilling that might be done 
the graves under the cedar trees 
would not be disturbed. So the 
spot selected was adjoining the 
burial ground just to the south. 
The coming of the drillers with 
their rig, caused no excitement in 
the neighborhood. The Polish 
farmers went stolidly about their 
preparations for plowing and plant- 
ing. Oil rigs didn’t mean anything 
to them. They had seen the things 
before. They had leased their lands 
because everybody else was doing 
it but they did not harbor expecta- 
tions. Crops were what counted. 

For 10 days the rotary drill bur- 
rowed into the earth there by Oak 
Grove Cemetery. Then, on March 
17, the cap of the Benoist sand was 
tapped at 1267 feet. After the sand 
had been penetrated five feet and 
the drill was stopped oil mounted 
1000 feet in the hole. When drill- 
ing was slowly resumed, to obtain 
the maximum saturation without 
getting into salt water, oil began 
flowing over the casing and into 
the storage tanks. Drilling was 
stopped at 1288 feet.

hours. Blankenship says it was 
315 barrels. The Oil and Gas Jour- 
nal says it was 200 barrels. As to its 
continued production there is again 
lack of agreement.

Swabbing continued for several 
days.

Whatever may be the truth about 
the well’s production it is rated as 
the “discovery” well of Washington 
County and hailed as the forerun- 
ner of production which enthusiasts 
say will rival that of the Centralia 
area. 

Anxious on account of the off- 
setting activity that set in at once 
and eager to get all that is coming 
to him from under the cemetery, 
Blankenship, with no delay, moved 
his rig over to the east edge of 
the cemetery and in two weeks 
was down to the Benoist sand. So 
sure was he, because of the identi- 
cal geological formations revealed 
by the drill, that the second well 
would be a producer as the first 
had been, he did not go to the 
trouble of taking a core to deter- 
mine the saturation, but proceeded 
to penetrate the sand.

Declarer could not 
be sure whether West had started 
with five spades or with only four, 
but in either case a play was avail- 
able by which the danger of losing 
many spade tricks could be avoid- 
ed. That play was simply to make 
East a present of the first trick. 

Note that after that it did not 
matter whether East still had two 
spades or only one. In the former 
event West's suit could be only 
four long, hence not dangerous. In 
the latter event East could return 
a spade at the second trick, but 
later, if he gained the lead with 
the heart king or club queen, would 
have no more spades. 

East returned the spade nine and 
West captured declarer’s jack with 
the ace. This play clearl, told de- 
Clarer that East was now out of 
spades, because if West had opened 
a four card suit he would have 
conceded the second trick to 
Clarer in order to leave a spade 
communication card in the East 
hand. West shifted to the diamond 
nine on the theory that this was 
not likely to do any harm and that 
it might do good. Declarer won 
in his own hand and had to con- 
sider the relative merits of the 
finesses in hearts and clubs. After 
only a moment’s thought he prop- 
erly elected to set up dummy’s 
heart suit. The reason was this: 
Even if the heart finesse were to 
lose, three heart tricks would be 
available and these, with two top 
three diamonds, and one 
would round out the con- 
But if the club finesse lost 
there would be no assurance of 
three club tricks, since the 3-3 
break of the suit still would be re- 
quired.
